Alaska sunemployment rateroseto 7.5%in January,
an increase of one and three-tenths percentage points
from December. Expected seasona slowdowns in
major industriesdrove theincrease. January’ srate of
7.5%ties1999for thelowest unemployment rateever
recorded for themonth, and issignificantly below the
ten-year average unemployment rate for January of
8.8%. Dan Robinson, a labor economist with the
AlaskaDepartment of Labor and WorkforceDevel op-
ment, reported thenumbers. Thecomparablenational
unemployment rate in January was 6.3%.

The number of unemployed Alaskans increased to
about 24,200 in January, about 4,600 more than in
December, but morethan 2,000 fewer than in January
2001. January istypically the peak month of unem-
ployment as the state’s seasonal industries—con-
struction, retail trade, and services, among others—
reach their mid-winter low points. Initial claims for
unemployment rosein January by morethan 2,000, an
increaseof 24% over themonth, though comparableto
numbers from January 2001.

Most areasof the state showed higher over-the-month
unemployment rates. At 4.8%, the Municipality of
Anchoragehadthelowest ratefor thethird consecutive
month. TheWadeHampton CensusArearecordedthe
state’ s highest rate at 17.7%.

All regionsof thestatehad lower unemployment rates
in January of this year than in January 2001. For
example, the Southeast Region had an unemployment
rate of 9.8% in January 2002 compared to 10.6% in
January 2001, andtheGulf Coast Region’ sratedropped
from 13.5%in January 2001 t0 12.5%in January 2002.

The seasonal slowdownwasalso evident in Alaska's
wage and salary employment count. In all, the state
lost 7,800 jobs from December to January, mostly
from construction, retail trade, services, and govern-
ment. The only industry that added a significant
number of jobs over the month was seafood process-
ing, where winter fisheriesin the Gulf and Southwest
Regions contributed more than 2,000 new jobs.

Despite January’s seasonal decline, Alaska's over-
the-year jobgrowth continued at a rateof slightly more
than two percent. All of that growth comesfrom the
service-producing sector where the state has added
more than 6,000 jobs in the last twelve months. In
contrast, Alaska has lost approximately 300 goods-
producingjobssinceJanuary 2001, adeclineof dightly
more than one percent.
